Some of our State contemporaries seem determined' to make the 


President's visit to California the occasion for an offensive discus- 
sion of his official record and political future. They refer to his trip 
to the Pacific Coast as a "political pilgrimage," and profess to re- 
g'f.rd his corning out here as an electioneering tour. 
. 


This, to our mind, is unjust and inhospitable. It is certainly 


ill-timed and disrespectful to the Chief Magistrate, inasmuch as he 
is coming to California as an invited guest. 
President Taft was 


solicited to come to San Francisco and be present when, ground was 
broken for the Panama-Pacific Exposition. Fie was asked to come 
in the belief that his presence would give eclat to the occasion and 
in some degree contribute to the success of that great enterprise. 


Therefore the President will come here at our request to do us a 


favor. It is a violation of the truth to speak of his visit as a politi- 
cal pilgrimage and a violation of the canons and rites of hospitality 
to make him the subject'of acrimonious and extremely personal 
criticism during.his stay among us. 


It is impossible for the President to separate himself from the. 


political situation in which he is placed. He cannot do that any 
more than he can separate himself from the high office he'holds. 
Every person of intelligence knows he will be a candidate for re- 
election next year. That was as well known when he was invited 
to be present at the ground-breaking for the exposition as it is now. 
But he was not invited because he is a candidate for re-election, but 
because he is President of the United States, and because he threw 
the weight of his great influence in favor of San Francisco when the 
kite of the exposition was hanging in the balance.

The Presid'cnt cannot prove that his trip to the Pacific Coast is 


not prompte'd by political ambition. . Only one declaration would 
satisfy the journals who are now attacking him and who evidently 
intend to make his stay among us as uncomfortable as they can. He 
would have to say he was not a candidate and would decline a re- 
nomination. Even that would not silence his critics. They would 
insist upon his declaring in favor of certain candidates and policies 
which all the world knows he disapproves. Were he to debase him- 
self to that extent, the newspapers and politicians who are throwing 
mud at him would dismiss him from further consideration with 
words of contempt, as a horrible example. 
. 


Apparently the California editors who are lampooning the Presi- 


dent arc sorry he accepted the invitation to attend the ceremony of 
breaking ground for-the Panama-Pacific Exposition. 
They are 


afraid that the visit will increase his prestige and make him friends. 
It is this fear that prompts the outcry over his coming. The critics 
do not care what becomes of the fair so they can injure the Presi- 
dent. They would have abused him had he declined the invitation. 
Now they abuse him for accepting it. Nothing he has done or could' 
do would please them. 


We have no fear that the diatribes directed at the President will 


injure him in the estimation of his fellowmen, but we do fear that 
they will give California a bad name. The laws of hospitality can- 
not be violated with impunity. No man can gratuitously insult 
the guest he invites within his gates without incurring scorn and 
contempt. Unless we are mistaken the mud-throwing at the Presi- 
dent at this particular time will be properly and emphatically re- 
buked when the electorate of California have an opportunity to do so. 


There is an evil smell along the Eighth street causeway that 


ought to be abated. This smell, comes from decaying vegetable 
n-.atter dumped alongside the causeway or on the park lands on the 
north side, and left uncovered. During the. last week, of two pas- 
sengers on the Eighth street cars have been, almost overwhelmed by; 
the stench encountered on the causeway. No such offensive condi- 
tion should be allowed to exist. People residing in the neighbor- 
hood complain of it, and some have even moved away to escape the 
evil odors polluting the atmosphere. The stink is as unnecessary as 
it is unpleasant. A little reasonable care and diligence would obvi- 
ate it. Had proper attention been given to the matter earlier there 
would have been no cause fcjr complaint and no necessity for .calling 
the attention of the municipal authorities to an offense of this char- 
acter. It is a small matter, it is true, but it is one of those small 
matters that aggravate and provoke criticism, 
hopes the nuisance will be speedily abated.

The Cost of Living Problem 
. 


Now it is in Austria that rioting and other disturbances have 


followed the increased cost of living. .The recent railway strikes in 
Franc-; and England were primarily provoked by the decrease in 
the purchasing power.of the wages paid to labor. Whether we say 
money is cheaper or food clearer, the result is the same—the man 
with a fixed income suffers from the decline in the purchasing power 
of the dollar. When the wage scale remains stationary while the 
prices of all commodities save labor rises, the effect is to decrease 
the earnings of labor. 


In countries where the margin of earnings above the cost of liv- 


ing is small, or practically none at all, the advance in the cost of the 
•necessaries of life has inflicted hardship and privation. It has not 
only lowered the standard of comfort, but has~brought into issue the 
elementary question of subsistence. Every workingman's table re- 
flects the prevailing disruption of the relative standards of value. 
Measured by the price of other commodities, the wages of labor 
have decreased. Indeed, the compensation of all persons with fixed 
incomes has declined. The first and severest pinch, however, has 
been felt by the poorest paid laboring class. A condition of acute 
distress exists among this class, and that condition accounts for the 
recklessness and violence of the mobs.

In.France the railway, strike has been followed by food riots in 


many districts. These riots are nominally demonstrations to protest 
against the high cost of living, but in the last analysis they are pro- 
tests against a condition which imposes hardship and even hunger 
on the laboring class. A laborer cannot now support his family on 
the same scale of comfort that he formerly could, although his earn- 
ings are rather more than less. He blames his condition on the 
high cost of food, which he is disposed to regard as extortion, but 
the trouble is that the wage scale has not advanced proportionately 
v.-ith the advance in the cost .of necessaries of life. 


Less acutely we have the same condition in this country. Here 


as iu Europe the complaint is against the increased cost of living. It 
is explained that the increase in the volume of money has decreased 
its purchasing power. That is true in a sense, but it is necessarily 
a fact that the pressure on subsistence has forced prices up. Popu- 
lation is increasing, but there is no increase in food producing- terri- 
tory. Land values are increasing for this reason. As the value of 
everything concerned is measured by the dollar, the volume of 
standard currency is a factor in the equation. Still the agitation, 
of which the riots in Austria arc a symptom, is for a readjustment 
that will equalize the wage scale with the increased cost of living.

Greed Is Again Penalized. 


- Frank B. McKevitJ:, manager for the California Fruit Distribu- 


tors, says the eastern market for California fresh .fruit has been 
ruined—for this season, at least—by shipping immature and unripe 
fruit. He is quoted as making this -statement: 


"Of the 1629 cars of grapes shipped from California up to.the 


10'th, I'do not believe, over fifty cars of them have been fit to eat. 
This is because .of the peculiar condition of the climate this year. I 
Tokays, for instance, have• colored handsomely, but.the weather has 
not been hot enough to give them ,the right amount of! sugar." 


If what Mr. McKevitt says is'true the -fruitgrowers have them- 


selves, to blame,for the condition..ofj the market. For'two or three 
years past the eastern fruit: crops were very short, and in conse- 
quence anything in the shape of .fruit shipped from California had a 
ready sale. .But that temporary condition appears .to1 have' misled 
the California growers into thinking green, unwholesome .fruit could 
be disposed of at any time. They have glutted the market with un- 
salable stuff and now find that even .good fruit cannot be sold at 
lucrative, prices. :

• The experience is not new. The California growers have gone 


through it more than once before, but its?ilessons do not seem to 
have made a permanent impression. Some years ago-the'market for 
California oranges was nearly destroyed- by .the shipment east of 
vast quantities of frost-bitten fruit.

discipline; to-prevent the .same thing occurring, again. It is not so 
long ago that the deciduous fruitgrowers gave their market a terri- 
ble black eye by shipping unripe, over-ripe and poorly .packed fruit.

fountain 


erected in Lakeside Park, to the memory 
of the late John Edmund MeElroy, three 
times elected city attorney of Oakland, 
.was dedicated In a simple but impressive 
manner by Mayor Mott and a number of 
other officials and representative ceocle 
.of the city. 


Immediately after the dedicatory exer- 
cises, water was turned on in the foun- 
tain by the little 0-year-olfl son of the 
deceased attorney, John Edmur.d MeEl- 
roy, Jr. 
This was a task which had 


been delegated, to the mayor, but which 
the latter elected to assign to the son of 
the deceased city official, whose memory 
was being honored, so that, as the laa 
grrew to manhood, ho would be able to 
look back to the time when he had taken 
part in the exercises In honor of his 
father. 


The fountain during the exercises had 


impressed every spectator with its beau- 
ty, but the effect was so heightened 
-when a column of water shot into the air 
from It, and the small and main basins 
filled, that the throng joined in cheers 
of appreciation. 


PARK DIRECTORS. 


The exercises were, under the auspices 


of the board of park directors, compris- 
ing Walter G. Manuel, president; James 
P. Edoff and Wilson S. Gould; Henry P. 
Vog-ht, secretary; Malcolm Lamond, su- 
perintendent, and Oscar A. Prager, land- 
scape architect. 


Tho fountain was designed by Architect 


"Walter D. Reed, in collaboration with 
Oscar Prager. It Is the most beautiful, 
on the Pacific Coast. • 


The exercises took slace In the open, 


oiKa platform which had been erected 
adjoining the memorial, on which were 
sopited about 250 people, comprising the 
widow and two children of the deceased 


^attorney, his brothers, his sisters and 
Either relatives, a number of city officials 


and clergymen of various denominations, 
together with the speakers and other en- 
tertainers of the day. 


From the site an excellent view could 


be obtained, not alone of the fountain, 
but also of Lakfc Merritt, -which was 
alive with a fleet of white-winged sailing 
craft.

THE FOUNTAIN, 


**fhe fountain comprises an esplanade i 
of marble mosaic, surrounded by a c!r- ' 
cular wall of white marble five feet high, 
inside of which is a marble bench ex- 
tending around the circle. This circle is 
60 feet in diameter, and Is broken by 
four entrances, each ten feat in width.' 
In the center is the fountain itself. The 
lowest basin is heavily 
mouldea 
and 
rests about a foot and a half above the 
floor of mosaic. It has a depth of 18 
Inches and a diameter of 36 feet. 


Another basin Is a few feet higher 


and on the wall, of this are a dozen 
spouts through which tho water falls in _ 
the lower receptacle. Above this is a- 
pedestal threo feet in height supporting 
K marblo bowl, Into which the water falls 
after leaving the pipe. 
This bowl is 


eight feet In diameter and weighs three 
tons. The water flows over the rim like 
a veil of silver. 


Tho main entrance is on the south, at 


the head of a series of terraces which 
gradually increase In height, the farther 
they get away from the bowling green, 
which is one of the features of the park. 
In tho mosaic at the main entrance is 
imbedded a circular bronze slab on which 
is inscribed the following:

learned to admire his probity and hlsvun- 
selfish devotion to tho city of Oakland. 
When MeElroy died Edoff conceived the 
idea of -erecting a memorial to him in 
some of the parks and, with that end in 
view, raised a subscription among the 
frienks of the deceased.

and a work of art. 
The propriety of 


erecting and naming works of art in 
public places in commemoration of our 
deceased public men, the Oakland Park 
Board stands sponsor for. 
v7e believe 
that a lesson is thereby taught the youth 
of the city, that uprightness and good 
citizenship are not always forgotten and 
are his sturdiest assets. In making a 
serious survey of the average American 
city we- are brought face to face'with 
this fact. 


HIGH CLASS CITIZENS. 


"The alleged high level of the com- 


munity has been found to be a myth. 
The community as a whole has not been 
of high standard because it

It worked for Its living 
under conditions far from uplifting, and 
it lived in quarters that could not, be' 
expected to produce a high class .of citi- 
zenry.

"The 
dedication of this 
structure, 


which designates it the John Edmund 
MeElroy Memorial Fountain,.- bears wit- 
ness to that citizen's character and does 
justice to his virtue. The conception, for 
which this fountain stands as the result, 
was made possible by the,.utilization of 
tho water, system contained in the park. 
Underneath 
the structure is a 200,000 


gallon reservoir. 
The water from two 


wells within the park, furnishing 4000 
gallons per hour, :is pumped through the 
fountain and thence finds its way to the 
reservoir without waste, loss or cost, so 
far as - the water display Is .concerned; 
From the reservoir tho water is handled 
by centrifugal pumps. through tha dis- 
tributing system of the park, maintain- 
ing an 
equal pressure at. all outlets, 


whether one or many streams are in use. 
.The department Is about to extend the 
usefulness of this system to Include, Har- 
rison boulevard, Adams Park and East 
Shore park. 


PANELS COMING. 


"The marble of which the fountain is 
.made, has been brought, from .Georgia. 
,The bowl :at the top Is a single piece of 
quarried > marble, eight feet across and 
weighs approximately three ' tons. . Tile 
architect of the work-is the architect of 
the department, Mr. Heed. It will; be 
noticed that, panels are, left unfinished, 
which are to be later filled with bronze 
Inserts, typical of California life, desig- 
nated by the well-known sculptor, 'Doug- 
las Tilden. The cost of these panels will 
be in .excess of S-000, which has been 
contributed by the family and friends of 
Mr. MeElroy.

physician for months. He -was able to- 
go" about, however, and his ailment, a 
fillin;; of the lungs with clotted blood, did 
not 'become acute until about .£L week 
a^o. A Ballimore ' specialist -was sum- 
money last Wednesday, and at that time 
th» attending physician expressed confi- 
dence, in the patient's recovery. 
But the 


malady became worse, and death resulted 
at 3 o'clock this morning. 


Mrs. 
Carter and their sons, students 


at Georgetown 
University, 
were with 


him -when he died. The funeral, service 
will bQ held hero Tuesday at St. Paul's 
Korrmn Catholic Church. Interment will 
be t'-t Mount Olivet Ccme'tery, this city. 


HAD 
REMARKABLE CAREER.' 


Carter had a remarkable caj-eer. It ex- 


tended over twenty-two years of Congres- 
sional and 
official life at Washington. 


This embraced service as the first repre- 
sentative

Montana, 
two 


terms in the United States Senate and ex- 
ecutive positions ILS Commissioner of the 
General Land OCfica, chairman of the Re- 
publican National Committee in the sec- 
ond and unsuccessful campaign of Benja- 
min Harrison for the Presidency, presi- 
dent of the Board of United States Com- 
missioners for the Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition at St. Louis, and since last 
iviarch chairman ot tho newly created 
-International Joint Commission, Amer- 
ican Section,' especially charged with Ca- 
nadian boundary matters. 
An Ohioan by birth, an lowan by. adop- 


tion and a Montahan long before that 
Territory was admitted 
to statehood, 


Carter jumped to tho front almost, from 
the outset of his work in Congress. Per- 
haps the. most remarkable of all of his 
forensic achievements was his defeat of a 
big river and harbor appropriation bill 
which he regarded as a political "grab" 
measure during tho McKimey adminis- 
tration.
